TO THE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PRESS.”, 
Sin,—Referring to the correspondence on 
the above subject, that has been published ‘in 
your valuable: columns and in’ that of your 
contemporary recontly, nothing was said of the 
inhuman treatment of Chinoxo coolies or 
Chinese gensrally 24 2 ‘matter of fact while’ 
being arrested in Hongkong. Indeed. Iain, of 
opinion that the treatment of Europeans as 
complained of by these correspondents is 
trifling compared with that of Chinese under 
similar circumstances. , 
"A Enropean gonerolly, while under arrest, 
struggles a great deal to get free, and in conse- 
quonco the arresting constables must, us a matter 
of duty, use somo force in order to keep the 
prisoner under restraint and prevent him 
escaping. On the other hand, the average 
Chinese when arrested walks quictly to the 
Polico Station, undeyon thon ho js harshly treated 
by his captors. Such treatanent would he well- 
merited when the prisoner is found ‘guilty .of 
some despicable crime, but it ix cowardly on the 
part of the arresting constables for them to ill- 
treat prisoners without any cause whatever. 
With regard to “Is there one Inw for the 
whites wat unuther for dhe nutives ?“' I awust 
say that’ practically, though not legally, it is 
so, Why'are not Europeans—thioves, vag abonds, 
beachcombors, and others—placed in the stocks 
when found guilty on charges brought against 
them ¥ Why is gambling permitted to he 
carried on at the local race meeting and in 
Buropem hotels and clubs when it is not even 
allowed in Chinése private houses?

THE GOBELIN TAPESTRIES, 

Favtt is found in the methods employed in 
the workshops of the Manufacture des Gobolins, 
which ore certainly very primitive still, The 
fashion of weaving at the Gobelins actually is 
almoat tho same ai that in vogue in the early 
centuries of the Christian Era, hy the Coptic 
tapestry makors. The frame for the tapestry is 
formed of two cylinders of wood placod horizon. 
tally two or threo yards from each other. Those 
cylinders are maintained in their. place by 
upright bars of wood, so placed that tho threads 
number about ten or twelve por centimetre, and 
form the warp. Theloom is provided with cog. 
wheels, which keop tho threads rigid, and also 
allow of the tapestry boing rolled on to the 


_eylinder aa fast as it istinished. Four workmen 


generally work together at one tapestry, and are 
placed between the warp stretched  betwoon 
the loom in front of them and the picture 
which serves as their ‘ model. 
turn their buck to it, and are obliged to turn 
round every time they wish to look at it. Euch 
workman can hardly make more than a square 
yard of tapestry during the year. A square 
yaril of Gobelins tapestry costa 3,750 franes, It

THE OFFICIAL LANGUAGE. 

The question of adopting {English ns tho 
official language of the Philippines is one of the 
topics of the hour. The class from which tho 
jnsular officials have been chosen, generally 
speaking, are making neo effort to meot the 
important change. The same lack of 
interest, or show of indifference, appears to ba 
characteristic” of tho native official in the 
proviness, from the highest to the lowest. It 
Tae never ontered his head that the proposed 
law - could affect him in any way.. To him it 
only maans that another act will he required to 
postpone ths timo for the substitution. Neither 
haa it occurred tohim that another micht bo 
acceptable to the people to discharge the duties 
of his office. Tho provincial officiel does not 
worry over the future. It will be reomembored 
that the time fixed is January 1, 1906, 


‘ ARMING TRE NATIVES: 


The question of arming natives on large. 
scale formilitary purposes is attractingattontion 


jn tho United States. Some people, while thoy | 


recognise that, the time hus come to consider the 

question of organiring native troops for insular 

service, agree that it must be done gradually 

and with the utmost caution. Tho recont 

treachery of a hand of constabulury, for instance, 

is 4 warning in itsolf. : 
RUINOUS LOCUSTS. 


. Tho nppearatico of locusts in tho Pravince of 
Batangas has eansed ‘considorable annoyance. 
The pests have erossed from Leyte and are 
destroying everything green in front of them. 
While strennons efforts aro being made to 
destroy them, the rwarms aro appaaring faster 
than thoy can be handled, and the outlook ix 
serious. Locusts are also reported from Capiz 
provines and the Island of Masicaban, where, it 
is said, they have appenred in greater numbers 
than ever hofore, and whore they are carrying 
on their usuak work of destraction. BR, 


A LEPER SETTLEMENT. 


Culion was selected as a site for a lopor colony 
about two years ayo. Work, indeer. was begun 
on the settlement, but had to be abundoned for 
several reasons, tho principal of which was the 
difficulty of-findiug a good source for a. water 
supply. This difficulty,” however, no longer 
exists, as a .nover-failing spring of good 
water hax been discovered. The island is 
very sparsely populated, but it is the in- 
tention of the Government eventually to 
totally depopulate it—by peaceful means of 
courre. Tho one town on the island once had a 
population. of about 300 persons, but the houses 
and claims of the majority of these have. been 
purchased by the Government until very few 
persons now remain there. The Government 
asa result possesses a practically uninhabited 
island with # number of empty houses, on which 
a force of labourers has ‘hoen set, to work to 
repair and placo in good habitable and 
comfortable condition for the. reception of the 
unfortanates who will later oceupy them. The 
climate is good, and the settlement will be 
capable of accommodating all the ou people 
in tho islands, estimated at about 5,000. :

’ From s Tonkin paper wo learn something of 
some new arrangements about to be mado in 
the mail services of tha Messageries Maritimes 
in te East, Daring 1903 the “Comité du 
Commerds et de UIndustrie de 1 Indo-Chine” 
was cocnpied with su enquiry as -to what 
modification it might be expedient {o introduce | 
into the services affecting the Far East, 
Australia and New Caledonia. The Committee 
has arrived at conclusions which will very likely 
be soon given full offect to. As rogards the 
line to Australia, and in spite of tha opposition 
of the Chambers of Commerce at Sydney and 
Noumea, it is contemplated to suppress the 
¢ That conclusion Tins been 
inspired by reasons of economy, The subsidy 
for this amounts to frs. 3,107,936. The 
maintenance of the line implies other expenses, 
and it is difficult to say whether the services 
rendered have any relation to tho charges on 
the budget. Fronch exports to Anstralia count 
for no more than frs. 14,821,000. ‘The chief 
item of Anstrajian produce imported . into 
France is raw wool brought to Dunkerque by 
British sailing ‘ships. And it is believed that 
the suppression of the direct Marscilies-Sydue; 
‘service would cause no great harm tothe Frone! 
Australian trade. The only thing in favour 
of this service is its consideration for the in- 
toreats of New Caledonia.
